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our  national  character  and  our  national  destiny  itself— the  preservation 
of  the  American  union  as  an  instrumentality  of  freedom  of  all  the 
people  of  the  world— was  gained  by  all  of  us.

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Introduction 

The  Civil  War  as  a  hobby  or  a  life  work  has  long  attracted  as  many 
divers  elements  of  American  society  as  were  engaged  in  the  war  itself. 
Today,  scholars  and  laymen,  young  and  old,  rich  and  poor,  have  armed 
themselves  with  books  and  maps  for  retrospective  participation  in  the 
Civil  War.  Regardless  of  an  individual's  age,  education,  personality, 
or  talent,  there  is  some  aspect  of  the  Civil  War  that  will  interest  him. 

The  teacher  has  a  unique  opportunity  to  stimulate  young  minds 
when  he  presents  a  unit  of  Civil  War  history  to  his  students.  In  addi- 
tion to  imparting  the  historical  facts,  he  can  emphasize  the  valuable 
moral  lessons  to  be  learned  from  a  study  of  the  Civil  War  period. 
Participants  in  the  war  fought  for  the  ideals  they  believed  in— the 
rights  of  man  and  the  cause  of  freedom.  The  ultimate  triumph  of 
democracy  and  the  preservation  of  national  unity  inspire  meaningful 
pride  and  patriotism.  The  Civil  War  story  therefore  serves  as  a  splendid 
example  that  patriotism  and  belief  in  national  principles  are  admirable 
qualities— as  important  today  as  they  were  one  hundred  years  ago. 

The  purpose  of  this  Guide  is  to  suggest  possible  approaches  to  the 
study  of  the  Civil  War. 

A  logical  way  to  begin  a  review  of  the  period  would  be  with  the 
causes  of  the  Civil  War,  but  historians  themselves  are  still  discussing, 
debating,  and  writing  about  that  subject.  According  to  Kenneth  M. 
Stampp,  "historians  will  never  know  objectively  and  with  mathematical 
precision,  what  caused  the  Civil  War"  (The  Causes  of  the  Civil  War, 
Prentice-Hall,  1959,  p.  vi) .  Opinions  concerning  causation  are  many 
and  varied,  yet  Dwight  Lowell  Dumond  states  that  "all  historians  are 
agreed  that  there  would  have  been  no  Civil  W7ar  if  there  had  been  no 
American  Negro  slavery"  (Antislavcry  Origins  of  the  Civil  War  in 
the  United  States,  University  of  Michigan  Press,  1959,  p.  3).  The 
complex  area  of  causation  is  almost  an  independent  field  of  his- 
torical endeavor.  Ideally,  one  should  read  all  the  available  material 
on  the  subject,  then  formulate  his  own  theories.  If  this  is  not  prac- 
tical, one  may  review  the  causes  of  the  Civil  War  in  the  following 
books:  The  Causes  of  the  Civil  War,  Kenneth  M.  Stampp,  editor, 
Prentice-Hall,  1959;  The  Coming  of  the  Civil  War,  by  Avery  Craven, 
University  of  Chicago  Press,  1942;  A  Decade  of  Sectional  Controversy, 
by  Henry  L.  Simms,  University  of  North  Carolina  Press,  1942. 

In  the  field  of  Civil  War  military  history,  there  are  volumes  dealing 
with  individual  battles,  and  volumes  describing  weapons,  and  volumes 
filled  with  anecdotes  based  on  the  battle  experiences  of  Northern  and 
Southern  soldiers.  These  are  but  examples  of  the  fascinating  specialized 
subjects  to  which  detailed  supplemental   study  can   be  given.      For  a 
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panoramic  sweep  of  the  military  history  of  the  war,  see  The  Civil  War 
Digest,  by  Ralph  G.  Newman  and  E.  B.  Long,  Grosset,  i960,  or  Military 
History  of  the  Civil  War,  by  W.  B.  Wood  and  J.  E.  Edmonds,  Putnam, 
i960. 

The  Civil  War  "has  given  us  our  most  cherished  military  heroes  .  .  . 
our  greatest  national  hero,  and  our  greatest  sectional  one— Lincoln  and 
Lee"  (The  Blue  and  the  Gray,  Henry  Steele  Commager,  editor,  Bobbs- 
Merrill  Company,  1950,  Vol.  I,  p.  xiii) .  The  men  of  the  Civil  War  peri- 
od who  were  distinguished  and  valiant  enough  to  be  considered  heroes 
represented  a  cross  section  of  American  life.  In  nearly  every  instance 
their  road  to  glory  had  pitfalls  of  tragedy,  failure,  or  personal  weakness. 
It  is  thrilling  ?nd  inspiring  to  read  the  biographies  of  Civil  War  heroes 
because  they  are  there  depicted  as  real  men.  Neither  time  nor  space 
permits  inclusion  of  a  complete  list  of  available  Civil  War  biographies, 
but  for  a  review  of  the  lives  of  three  of  the  principal  Civil  War  heroes, 
the  following  books  are  recommended:  Abraham  Lincoln,  by  Ben- 
jamin Thomas,  Knopf,  1952;  Lee  (one-volume  abridgment),  Douglas 
Southall  Freeman,  author,  and  Richard  B.  Harwell,  editor,  Scribner, 
1961;  U.  S.  Grant  and  the  American  Military  Tradition,  by  Bruce 
Catton,  Grosset,  1958. 

A  one-volume  history  of  the  Civil  War  is  required  reading  for  a 
sound  overall  view  of  the  period.  Many  such  volumes  are  available. 
Of  particular  note  are  the  fine  textbook  The  Civil  War  and  Recon- 
struction, by  J.  G.  Randall,  Heath,  1953,  and  the  Pulitzer  Prize- 
winning  Reveille  in   Washington,  by  Margaret  Leech,  Grosset,   1959. 

Every  corner  of  America  was  affected  by  the  Civil  War.  What  was 
Illinois'  role  in  the  conflict?  More  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  men 
banded  together  in  Illinois  units  and  represented  the  Prairie  State  on 
the  battlefield.  There  were  Illinois  generals,  as  well  as  Illinois  states- 
men in  Washington,  and  over  all  was  an  Illinois  President,  Abraham 
Lincoln.  Illinois'  participation  in  the  Civil  War  is  described  in  the 
following  books:  The  Era  of  the  Civil  War,  by  A.  C.  Cole,  Illinois 
Centennial  Commission,  19 19;  The  Patriotism  of  Illinois,  by  Thomas 
Mears  Eddy,  Clarke  &  Company,  1865  (2  volumes). 

All  sections  of  Illinois  were  touched  by  the  war.  Descriptions  of 
wartime  conditions  and  activities  of  particular  Illinois  areas  are  found 
in  the  Civil  War  sections  of  county  histories.  Local  newspapers  of  the 
period,  if  available,  are  also  valuable  sources  of  detailed  information. 

Special  publications  concerning  Illinois'  part  in  the  Civil  War  have 
been  prepared  by  the  Civil  War  Centennial  Commission  of  Illinois. 
This  material  is  free,  and  a  list  of  the  available  pamphlets  may  be  ob- 
tained by  writing  the  Civil  War  Centennial  Commission  of  Illinois. 
(After  the  Centennial  years,  1 961 -1965,  the  publications  will  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  Illinois  State  Historical  Library.)

Galena 

The  First  Grant  House  is  a 
privately  owned  building,  of 
brick  and  stone,  located  at  121 
High  Street.  Grant  and  his 
family  were  the  first  occupants 
of  this  simple  two-story  house. 
It  is  not  open  to  the  public. 

The  Grant  Leather  Store  was 
located  in  a  building  at  120 
South  Main.  It  was  owned  by 
Grant's  father,  and  it  was  here 
that  Grant  worked  when  he  first 
arrived  in  Galena  in  i860. 

The  Galena  Museum  of  His- 
tory and  Art,  at  207  South 
Bench  Street,  has  a  fine  col- 
lection of  items  of  historical  im- 
portance, including  a  canvas 
called  "Peace  and  Union," 
which  depicts  the  scene  of  Lee's 
surrender  to  Grant.  Small  en- 
trance fee. 

The  Grant  Memorial  House, 
on  Bouthillier  Street,  contains 
many  Grant  heirlooms.  The 
house,  of  red  brick,  is  somewhat 
Victorian  in  style,  and  is  located 
on  a  hill  overlooking  much  of 
the  city.  The  house  is  open  to 
the  public. 

Chicago 

Oakwoods  Cemetery,  on  East 
67th  Street,  is  the  burial  place 
of  many  Civil  War  soldiers— 
both  Union  and  Confederate. 
The  Confederate  soldiers  buried 
here  were  prisoners  of  war  held 
at  Camp  Douglas. 


The  Site  of  Camp  Douglas  is 
bounded  by  what  are  now 
Thirty-first  Street,  Cottage 
Grove  Avenue,  Thirty-sixth 
Street,  and  South  Parkway.  Ad- 
joining this  site  at  the  east  end 
of  Thirty-fifth  Street  is  the 
Stephen  A.  Douglas  Monument, 
which  marks  his  burial  place. 
The  camp  was  used  both  as  a 
training  ground  for  Union  troops 
and  as  a  prison  for  Confederate 
soldiers.  None  of  the  camp  re- 
mains today. 

Rock  Island 

The  Rock  Island  Arsenal  is 
made  up  of  many  stone  buildings 
where  war  supplies  are  manu- 
factured and  stored.  It  was 
used  to  store  Union  arms  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War.  Open  to  the 
public. 

The  War  Museum,  located  with- 
in the  Arsenal,  contains  many 
Civil  War  weapons  and  relics. 

Springfield 

Camp  Butler  Cemetery  is  lo- 
cated on  Route  36  at  the  north- 
east edge  of  Springfield.  Both 
Confederate  and  Union  soldiers 
are  buried  in  this  national  cem- 
etery. Camp  Butler  was  estab- 
lished during  the  Civil  War  for 
the  mustering-in,  training,  and 
mustering-out  of  Union  soldiers. 
It  was  also  used  as  a  prison  for 
Confederate    prisoners    of    war. 
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The  cemetery  is  all  that  is  left 
of  the  camp. 

Lincoln's  Home,,  on  the  corner 
of  Eighth  and  Jackson  streets, 
is  a  two-story  structure  which 
has  been  restored  to  resemble 
the  original  home  in  as  many 
ways  as  possible.  It  is  open 
daily  from  8:30  to  5;  closed 
Thanksgiving,  Christmas,  and 
New  Year's  Day. 

Lincoln's  Tomb  is  located  in  Oak 
Ridge  Cemetery.  Here  Lincoln, 
his  wife,  and  three  of  their  four 
sons  are  buried.  The  tomb  con- 
tains statuettes  which  show  Lin- 
coln at  various  stages  of  his  life 
and  a  model  of  the  Daniel 
Chester  French  statue  which  is 
in  the  Lincoln  Memorial  in 
Washington,  D.C.  The  tomb  is 
open  to  the  public. 

Alton 

The  Site  of  the  First  State 
Prison  in  Illinois,  at  Broad- 
way   and    Williams    streets,    is 


marked  by  a  part  of  one  cell 
tier.  The  prison,  a  poorly  con- 
structed building,  was  used  to 
hold  Confederate  soldiers  dur- 
ing the  Civil  War. 
The  Confederate  Soldier's 
Cemetery,  at  Rozier  and  State 
streets,  North  Alton,  is  the  burial 
place  of  the  several  thousand 
Confederate  soldiers  who  died  of 
sickness  in  the  state  prison. 

Cairo 

The  Site  of  Camp  Defiance,  lo- 
cated 350  yards  south  of  Ohio 
and  Second  streets,  once  was 
used  by  the  Union  as  a  camp 
to  protect  the  confluence  of  the 
Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers.  It 
was  also  used  to  protect  the  city 
of  Cairo  itself.  Situated  in  the 
southernmost  tip  of  Illinois, 
Cario  was  the  concentration 
point  of  the  Union  Army  and 
the  base  of  the  Western  Flotilla. 
The  city  was  of  extreme  strategic 
importance  to  the  Union.

The  Civil  War,  by  Fletcher  Pratt, 
Garden  City  Books,  1955,  $2.50,  62 
pages.  This  illustrated  book  gives 
a  very  simplified  picture  of  the 
Civil  War. 

The  Monitor  and  the  Merrimac,  by 
Fletcher  Pratt,  illustrated  by  John 
O'Hara,  Random  House  (Cos- 
grave  II),  1951,  $1.95,  185  pages. 
The  ships  involved  in  the  famous 
Monitor-Merrimac  battle  are  de- 
scribed here,  as  are  other  ironclads 
and  sea  battles.  The  blockade  sys- 
tem is  clearly  explained. 

Stonewall  Jackson,  by  Jonathan 
Daniels,  Random  House,  1955, 
$1.95,  183  pages.  This  book  deals 
with  Jackson's  early  life  and  strug- 
gles. Also  covered  are  his  war 
career  and  many  of  the  battles  in 
which  he  fought. 

Two  Flags  Flying,  by  Donald  J. 
Sobol,  Piatt  and  Muck,  i960, 
$3.95,  213  pages.  This  book  tells 
of  fifty  different  people,  of  many 
ways  of  life,  who  had  great  in- 
fluence in  the  Civil  War.  Twenty- 
five  were  from  the  South,  twenty- 
five  from  the  North.  There  are 
short  biographies  of  blockade  run- 
ners, spys,  nurses,  generals,  society 
belles,  and  politicians,  among  oth- 
ers. The  sketches  are  presented  in 
a  lively  and  entertaining  way. 

The  Perilous  Road,  by  William  O. 
Steele,  Harcourt,  1958,  $2.95,  191 


pages.  A  ten-year-old  Confederate 
spy  with  a  brother  fighting  for  the 
Union  finds  out  why  war  is  the 
"worst  thing  that  can  happen  to 
folks." 

The  Lees  of  Arlington,  by  M.  Vance, 
illustrated,  Dutton,  1949,  $2.95, 
160  pages  (for  Grades  5-8).  The 
story  of  Mary  and  Robert  E.  Lee 
is  more  concerned  with  Lee's  pri- 
vate life  than  his  military  career. 
It  tells  about  his  family,  his  court- 
ship of  Mary,  his  after-the-war 
years,  as  well  as  his  life  as  the  head 
of  Confederate  forces. 

The  Golden  Book  of  the  Civil  War, 
1 96 1,  $4.95.  This  adaptation  of 
the  American  Heritage  Picture 
History  of  the  Civil  War  tells  the 
story  of  the  conflict  in  narrative 
style. 

Junior  High— Grades  7-9 

The  White  Feather,  by  Merritt  P. 
Allen,  Longmans,  Green  and  Co., 
i945>  $3-00>  192  pages.  Through 
the  portrayal  of  a  Kentucky  moun- 
tain boy,  the  effect  that  sectional- 
ism had  on  border  states  is  shown 
—especially  as  it  affected  families. 
It  is  the  story  of  the  boy's  personal 
decision  and  of  the  development 
of  his  character  through  the  course 
of  the  war. 

Blow  Bugles  Blow,  by  Merritt  P.  Al- 
len, Longmans,  Green  and  Co., 
*956>  $3-25>  2I7  pages.  This  is 
a  colorfully  written,  dramatic  ac- 
count  of   life   in   Sheridan's   army 
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during  the  last  two  years  of  the 
war. 

Johnny  Reb,  by  Merritt  P.  Allen, 
Longmans,  Green  and  Co.,  1952, 
$3.25,  250  pages.  The  author 
portrays  camp  life,  as  well  as  life 
during  the  battles  of  the  Civil  War, 
and  shows  the  Southern  cause 
clearly  while  giving  a  fair  picture 
of  each  side.  The  story  demon- 
strates that  soldiers  first  are  men. 
High  school  boys  who  are  inter- 
ested in  history  or  adventure  will 
like  this. 

The  Stolen  Train:  A  Story  of  the 
Andrews  Raiders,  by  Robert  Paul 
Ashley,  John  C.  Winston  Co.,  1953, 
$1.75,  182  pages.  This  book  tells 
the  story  of  a  courageous  band  of 
Union  soldiers  who,  in  1862,  stole 
a  Confederate  train  that  was  very 
important  to  the  Southern  Railway 
System. 

War  between  the  States,  by  W.  E. 
Barnes,  McGraw,  1959,  $3.50,  143 
pages.  An  illustrated  account  of 
the  Civil  War  which  covers  the 
battles  and  events,  this  book  also 
describes  many  of  the  people  who 
played  important  parts  in  the  war. 
It  gives  a  clear  overall  chronologi- 
cal story  of  the  conflict,  from  east 
to  west  and  then  back  east.  It 
includes  explanatory  maps. 

Mosby:  Gray  Ghost  of  the  Confed- 
eracy, by  Jonathan  Daniels,  Lip- 
pincott  and  Co.,  1959,  $2.95,  122 
pages.  Daniels'  biography  of  John 
Mosby,  the  head  of  a  group  of 
Confederate  raiders,  emphasizes 
Mosby's  role  during  the  Civil  War, 
but  does  deal  briefly  with  the  rest 
of  his  life.  It  gives  a  sympathetic 
picture  of  the  Southern  viewpoint 


and  an  exciting  account  of  Con- 
federate guerrilla  warfare. 

First  Book  of  Civil  War:  Land  Bat- 
tles, by  Trevor  Nivett  Dupuy, 
Watts,  1 96 1,  $1.95,  96  pages.  The 
military  strategy  of  the  Civil  War 
is  stressed  in  this  volume,  which 
contains  maps,  charts  of  various 
maneuvers,  a  list  of  Civil  War  gen- 
erals, and  a  glossary  of  military 
terms. 

New  Birth  of  Freedom:  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  the  White  House,  by 
Virginia  Eifert,  Dodd,  Mead,  1959, 
$3.00,  209  pages.  The  last,  chrono- 
logically, of  Mrs.  Eifert's  series 
on  Lincoln  deals  with  the  war 
years.  It  is  written  as  fiction  but 
also  is  excellent  history.  The  book 
opens  with  the  firing  on  Fort 
Sumter  and  ends  with  Lincoln's 
assassination.  Although  it  is  bas- 
ically concerned  with  the  Presi- 
dent, the  book  also  covers  many 
Civil  War  battles  and  events. 

The  Andrews  Raid  or  the  Great 
Locomotive  Chase,  by  Beryl  and 
Samuel  Epstein,  Coward,  1956, 
$3.50,  253  pages.  This  is  the  story 
of  one  of  the  many  adventures  of 
James  Andrews,  the  spy  who 
worked  for  Lincoln  and  the  Union. 
The  viewpoints  of  both  North  and 
South  are  well  presented. 

Brother  against  Brother,  by  Phyllis 
Reed  Fenner,  Morrow,  1957, 
$3.00,  192  pages.  Twelve  varied 
stories  are  told  in  authentic  detail 
in  this  book  which  gives  a  broad 
picture  of  the  War  between  the 
States.  The  stories  are  mainly  con- 
cerned with  the  everyday  people 
of  the  times— the  effect  the  war 
had  on  them  and  the  effect  they

This  book  tells 
of  Sarah  Edmundson,  a  young 
Canadian  girl  who  ran  away  to 
the  United  States  to  avoid  an  un- 
desirable marriage,  and  enlisted 
in  the  Union  forces  as  a  "male" 
nurse  and  spy.  The  exciting  story 
of  her  adventures  is  made  more 
realistic  and  colorful  through  use 
of  passages  from  her  personal 
diary.
